With the ad\ent of cold weather 


the operating departments 
of 
the 


railroads are feeling the effects in. 
the service being, rendered by both, 
the train crews and the trains them- 
selves. For the past 
forty-eight 


hours all trains coming iato Lima 
have been from ten minutes to two 
hours late. 


This Is accounted for by the fact 


that the cold snap causes the steam 
In tho trains to congest and freeze. 
Steam, the railroaders say, 
freezes 


easier than water and it 
takes a 


much longer time to force the steam 
through the trains and get them 
ready for starting than in warm 
weather. 


The train crews are also affected 


more or less by the chilly atmosphere 
and work slower than during fine 
weather. A few seconds lost at each 
stop soon mounts up to minutes and 
when the train roll* Into Its final 
destination the cuuuuctor is surpris- 
ed to find that he is half an hour 
late. 


The operating 
departments 
are 


nrepared for winter. 
Many of the 


lines have their snow 
ploughs in 


readiness for a big storm and are 
ready to combat the 
elements 
at 


every move. Some genuine winter is 
expected for the nest few weeks and 
the occupation of the active railroad 
man will not be one to be envied.
